Michael Burke, President of Madison Square Garden Center, is the President of 
the New York Knickerbockers and Chairman of the New York Rangers. Prior 
to his association with the New York Knickerbockers, Mr. Burke was President 
and Chairman of the Board of the New York Yankees and remains a part owner 
of the Yankees, A former Penn football star, Mr. Burke was commissioned in the 
U.S. Navy during World War Ii and served with General “Wild Bill’ Donovan's 
OSS. He was awarded the Silver Star for “gallantry in action” and the Navy 
Cross for “extraordinary heroism.” In 1954, after having been a film writer in 
Hollywood, New York and Rome and Special Advisor to the U.S. High Com- 
mission for Germany, Mr. Burke became Executive Vice President and General 
Manager of Ringling Bros. and Barnum and Bailey Circus. In September of 1956 
he joined CBS, initially as an executive in the CBS Television Network and later 
President of CBS Europe. In 1962 he became Vice President of CBS Inc. and 
in 1966 became President of the New York Yankees.

Eddie Donovan, whose patience and wisdom turned the 
New York Knickerbockers from long-time also-rans into 
a power to be reckoned with in the late "60's and early 
‘70's, returned to New York as General Manager in April 
of 1976. He had spent the previous six years in that ca- 
pacity at Buffalo where he had established himself as the 
catalyst in the emergence of the Braves as a power. Not 
surprisingly, some of the players with whom he shaped 
the Braves into a rugged National Basketball Association 
force, have followed him downstate to the Big Apple— 
players like Bob McAdoo, Jim McMillian and Tom McMillen. 
Where before he worked closely with William (Red) Holz- 
man in molding the Knicks, he now relates with the former 
captain and star of the Knicks’ glory years, newly-appointed coach Willis 
Reed. Donovan first came to the Knicks in May of 1961 as a coaching replace- 
ment for Carl Braun. Three and one half years later, in 1964, he became the 
club's General Manager, succeeding Fred Podesta. When he first took over 
the major responsibilities with the Knick organization, Donovan embarked on 
a five-year rebuilding plan. In the fifth year, the Knicks won their first World 
Championship and achieved more victories than ever before in winning 60 
regular season games. But before that campaign had concluded, in unprece- 
dented New York triumph, Donovan had moved on to Buffalo. Four years ago, 
while at Buffalo’s helm, Donovan was voted the NBA's Executive of the Year 
on a ballot conducted among the league’s other general managers. Eddie 
started at St. Patrick’s High School in his hometown Elizabeth, N.J., before 
going on to play—and ultimately coach—basketball at St. Bonaventure 
University.

The greatest player ever to wear a Knick uniform and the 
man who captained and led the club to two World Cham- 
pionships, Willis Read formally returned to the organization 
when he was named coach on March 9, 1977. However, 
he didn't take the tutoring reins there and then. The 
Knicks finished the 1976-77 season under the guidance of 
the man who had coached Reed, and the Knicks, to those 
remarkably successful seasons—William (Red) Holzman. But Willis began In- 
structing Knick rookies at a Monmouth College, N.J., camp last July In prepara- 
tion for his new role. When he departed the player ranks, Willis had played In 
more Knick games than anyone other than Carl Braun, who also became a 
Knick coach after he retired from player ranks, Willis, however, had seen more 
action, In terms of playing time, than anyone in the club's history, having 
logged just over 23,000 minutes despite a series of injuries which hobbled him 
during his ten-year pro playing career. He also departed as the club's all-time 
scoring leader with his 12,183 points (average 18.7), and still ranks as the 
Knicks’ all-time leading rebounder. Without doubt Reed is best ramembered 
for his courage and determination, exhibited clearly In the seventh and final 
game of the champlonship series with the Los Angeles Lakers at Madison 
Square Garden on the night of May 8, 1970. That was the unforgettable night 
when Willis, only moments before the title game was to begin, Ilmped onto the 
floor, amid a thunderous ovation from the 19,500 fans present, and provided the 
inspiration for an unprecedented Knick triumph, Again three years later, this 
time at the Forum in Los Angeles, and again disdaining the palin which kept 
him out of action from time to time, Reed led the club to a champlonship, In 
both of those memorable ssasons, he emerged as the Most Valuable Player In 
the playoffs. In 1970 he had become the first player in league history to be 
named MVP in regular season, the All-Star game, and In the playoffs as well. 
“| don't Know If I'll aver be the leading scorer for the Knicks agaln, but | do 
know | can make a contribution to winning games and that's what | get pald 
to do,” he said after that second crown was acquired In 1973, In all but the 
1971-72 season, Reed made most notable contributions to Knick victories. 
Tendonitis had left Willis crippled for all but 11 games in that season and de- 
prived him from an opportunity to be named an NBA All-Star for the first time 
in his playing career. It also deprived the team of his invaluable services In 
the playoffs for the first time since he had won Rookie-of-the-Year laurels In 
1964-65, Without Willis, the Knicks managed to make It Into the final playoff 
game but, minus his Inspiration and courage, faltered before the Lakers In the 
showdown. Five times during his playing career Reed had led the Knicks In 
scoring; six times In rebounding; four times in playing minutes. Willls, born and 
raised In Loulsiana, scored 2,335 points at Grambling College while leading the 
school to an NAIA championship. He was a terrific all-around athlete on the 
high school level where he played baseball and football while excelling In track 
in the weight events. He also played in the Pan-American Games in Brazil. 
Last October 21, when the Knicks opened their 1976-77 season agalnst the 
Los Angeles Lakers at Madison Square Garden, Willis was honored before play 
began. His number, 19, was formally retired by the New York Knickerbockers 
and a banner, bearing his numerical designation, was hoisted to a position 
between the two World Championship banners far above the playing floor. His 
thus became the first uniform number ever retired by the club.

' For more than 15 years Dick McGuire had enjoyed the 
distinction of ranking among the top ten all-time play- 
makers in the National Basketball Association with the 
4,205 assists he achieved while with the New York 
Knickerbockers and the Detroit Pistons. At one time, 
McGuire had ranked second only to the fabled Bob 
Cousy in total assists. As recently as five years ago. Dick 
"The Knick” had also been New York's all-time playmaker 
leader with 2,950 assists in eight seasons. Then Walt 
Frazier went whizzing by. When he concluded his playing 
career, Dick held the league's all-time single-game assist 
record with the 18 he had earned on February 15, 1958, 
while playing against Minneapolis in the Detroit Olympia. A flashy backcourt 
player who had earned All-America distinction while at St. John’s University, 
Dick was the top draft choice of the Knicks in 1949 and spent his first eight 
seasons in New York before he was traded to Detroit for a first round pick in 
1958, He barrelled into the pro ranks by setting an NBA record for assists In 
his first season when he was credited with 386 in only 68 games. By 1955 he 
had totalled 542 assists in a single season and that stood as a club mark until 
1969 when Frazier soared to a 635 figure. A native New Yorker, McGuire began 
playing basketball as a 16-year old junior at LaSalle Academy in Manhattan. 
He then went to St. John's where he led the Redmen to the National Invitation 
Tournament championship in 1943. During his pro career, he played 530 games 
for the Knicks. After being traded by the Knicks, he guided Detroit into three 
playoffs. He became the Pistons’ coach in the midst of the 1959-60 campaign, 
succeeding Red Rocha, and spent the next three seasons as Detroit's skipper. 
In November of 19€5 he returned to the game as coach of the Knioks, replacing 
Harry Gallatin, In December of 1967, McGuire gave way to Red Holzman as 
Knick coach and became chief scout and assistant coach.

Former head coach at Morgan State University in Maryland 
where he led the Bears to an NCAA College Division cham- 
pionship during a seven-year tenure in which he established 
himself as the tenth winningest coach in Division II, Nat 
Frazier joined the Knick staff as an assistant coach shortly 
after Willis Reed became the club’s head coach in 1977. 
A native of Savannah, Ga,, Nat has been identified with the 
game of basketball since he was a ‘teenager at Beach 
High School where he led his team to the finals of the 
Georgia State championship in 1953, winning Most Valu- 
able Player laurels enroute. Soon thereafter Frazier became 
an outstanding performer at Tuskegee Institute where he 
was the leading scorer. As early as his sophomore year at Tuskegee, Nat 
evidenced great interest in coaching as he tutored players on the elementary 
school level. Later he coached at the junior high school level in New York 
City while earning his Master's degree in health education at the City College 
of New York, Along the coaching paths he travelled from Bergen Tech High 
School in Hackensack, N.J., and at Delaware State College; then joined the 
University of Illinois staff as an assistant coach, scout and recruiter. In his 
latter role he succeeded in enrolling six high schoo! All-Americas in two years 
for the Illini; Named the Associated Press College-Division “Coach-of-the-Year" 
after guiding Morgan State to a national championship in 1973-74 with a 
record of 28-5, Frazier took his team to a post-season tournament in Buenos 
Aires and, during the summer of '75 he coached a championship team in 
Venezuela.

Three seasons ago (1974-75) Butch Beard was a full-time 
regular who provided the floor leadership as the Golden 
State Warriors swept to their first World Championship. 
He played in all 82 regular season games and proved to be the second best 
percentage shooter in the National Basketball Association that season, outdone 
only by the veteran Don Nelson of the Boston Celtics, now the coach of 
the Milwaukee Bucks. Of all of his title-winning Warrior teammates, only 
Rick Barry logged more total playing time in the Golden State spree. Butch 
was a key figure in the 17 post-season playoff games, too, but no sooner 
had the season ended than he was dealt to the Cleveland Cavaliers. The 
former University of Louisville star who had played the Madison Square 
Garden scene in the National Invitation Tournament before being tabbed as 
the top draft choice of the Atlanta Hawks in 1969, was no stranger to Clave- 
land. He had gone there in the expansion draft of 1970 and had proven an 
All-Star standout for the Cavaliers in the 1971-72 campaign. His basketball 
life, however, remained unsettled, The Cavs, after one year, dealt him to the 
Seattle SuperSonics and they, in turn, traded Butch to Golden State a year 
after that, Again, after his return to Cleveland, his stay was brief. On Thanks- 
giving Day of 1975, just six months after he had been acclaimed a title-win- 
ning hero on the Pacific coast, he was unemployed. The Cavs put him on 
waivers. It was then that the Knicks staked their claim while in quest of a 
third guard behind Walt Frazier and Earl Monroe. He played 60 games for 
New York in 1975-76, starting in 27 of them, including the last 74 of that 
campaign. Last season saw him on the injury shelf through the first 10 
games with a troublesome knee. After that he took part in all but two games. 
He had 10 starting assignments, five in the final 10 games. He averaged nine 
points in those final 10 games during which the Knicks won seven times.

| in his pro rookie season, 1975-76, Luther (Tickey) Burden 
signed on with the Knicks last year as a free agent. Originally drafted on the 
second round in May, by the Knicks, Ticky saw scarce utility action here until 
an injury to Walt Frazier afforded him a 22-minute stint against the Boston 
Celtics at Madison Square Garden near the end of November. He had a 21- 
point performance that night, adding four assists, and it was his biggest single- 
game splurge of the 1976-77 campaign. He was given starting opportunities 
against the Nets and the Buffalo Braves in the next two games, producing 33 
points and added double-figure scoring in ten of his utility stints as the season 
progressed. A 6-2, All-America guard out of Albany, Burden had enjoyed a4 
spectacular scoring career at Utah where his 28.7 point average three years 
ago ranked him fourth among the nation's intercollegiate performers. While a 
junior with the Runnin’ Utes in the 1973-74 season, Ticky emerged as the 
individual high scorer in the National Invitation Tournament with 118 points In 
four games for the fifth-highest total in the history of that post-season classic, 
His college point total was 1,790 in three seasons. A one-time Prep All- 
America at Phillip Schyler High in Albany, he also paced the U.S. team's 
scorers during the World Games in Puerto Rico.

Reed, first Knick to win Rookje-of-the-Year laurels; first National Basketball 
Association player to be named an All-Star at both forward and center; and first 
to win the Most Valuable Player triple crown (regular season, All-Star and playoff 
honors in 1970), captained the Knicks to World Championships in 1970 and 1973. 
At the time of his retirement from the game, after the 1973-74 season, he was the 
club's top all-time scorer and rebounder.

Jim was Cleveland's “take charge guy” and led the 
Cavaliers to the Central Division championship of the 
National Basketball Association in the past two seasons 
with his sound backcourt leadership. An intense competitor, he departed 
Cleveland as that club's all-time assist leader with 1,549 in five seasons there. 
Originally drafted No. 1 by the Los Angeles Lakers in 1971, he had been 
cited as the Most Valuable Player in the Big Ten during his senior semester 
at Ohio State University. After his rookie stint at Los Angeles, during which 
he made two brief playoff appearances as a utilityman in the championship 
series against the Knicks, he was dealt to the Cavaliers for future draft con- 
siderations. Throughout his six professional years, he had the opportunity to 
play alongside some of the game's top guards, including Jerry West and Gail 
Goodrich while at Los Angeles, and Lenny Wilkens and Austin Carr during 
his stay at Cleveland. Now he joins Earl Monroe and Butch Beard, the latter 
also a ona-time Cavalier. During the 1975-76 season he barely missed the 
NBA's top ten assist list while compiling 408 assists, his career high for any 
given campaign. Last season, in which he played only 60 games before being 
sidelined with a groin muscle injury, he emerged as the Cav's playmaker leader 
with 308 assists and logged more average playing time than any other player. 
He departed Cleveland as that club's fourth-ranked all-time scorer with 3,532 
points and a 94 scoring norm. As for game heroics, Clem won Game Five in 
the 1976 playoff series when his buzzer shot gave the Cavs a 92-91 triumph 
over the Washington Bullets. When he joined the Knicks on October 10 only 
minutes after Coach Willis Reed was inducted into Madison Square Garden’s 
Hall of Fame, Clem told his interviewers, ‘Whatever it takes to win, | want 
to do it here in New York. | want to wear a championship ring."

. When Willis Reed came to the Knicks just over a decade 
‘\ ago, he made his muscle count. Last season saw Lonnie 

Shelton arrive on the Knick scene and that rookie made 
muscle count. Now comes muscular Glen Gondrezick out of Nevada-Las Vegas 
by way of Boulder, Colorado, and the new Knick coach, Reed, sees "Gondo” 
as a "great competitor; a tremendous rebounder; a fine defensive player who 
loves to play the game." He started every game, either at guard or forward, for 
the Runnin’ Rebels over the course of the last three seasons, increasing both his 
point production and his rebounding contributions in each successive campaign, 
And last season Glen’s shooting percentage was better than 50%. Like Shelton, 
his aggressiveness has gotten him into foul trouble. In the 1975-76 season at 
Nevada-Las Vegas, Gondo was credited with a career high of 92 assists and the 
Runnin’ Rebels set seven NCAA single-game and season records, including a 
team average of 110.5 points-per-game. Godrezick is a spurt shooter and in the 
Rebels’ record-setting 164-111 victory over Hawaii two years ago he played 27 
minutes, hitting 13 of 21 field goal attempts; four of five free throws; pulled 
down 11 rebounds and added two assists to a career high 30-point performance.

In the 31 years during which the club has been in pro- 
fessional basketball, the New York Knicks never before 
endured an injury-illness seige like the one which rendered 
the club less than full strength in just about every game last season, In all, 
139 individual instances of incapacity developed. Where Spencer Haywood was 
concerned, a bruised left calf and shin splints kept him out of the action in 
51 games! Nothing like that had ever happened to Spencer before. When hae 
played his first season In New York in 1975-76, Haywood led the Knicks in total 
minutes played (2,892) and in three of five seasons while at Seattle he had 
logged more than 3,000 minutes in each. Inasmuch as he had led the Sonics in 
scoring in four seasons and in rebounding in three and had arrived in New 
York to pace the Knick rebounders a year before, his loss proved staggering to 
Knick hopes despite the efforts to strengthen the team through trading. Before 
he was lost to the team for a 23-game stretch, he had a series of three big 
games in which he afforded the team leadership in victory, He had 28 points 
and 11 rebounds at Boston; then returned to Madison Square Garden to con- 
tribute 35 points and 19 rebounds against Cleveland just one night later. In 
the following home game against Detroit, he scored 34 points and took down 
8 rebounds. It was almost Christmastime. But over the next four months Haywood 
managed to take part in just ten games, At the tender age of 19 he had been 
the youngest member of a U.S, Olympic basketball team. A year later he was 
the youngest player in pro basketball, As a first-year man in 1970, Haywood won 
both the Rookie-of-the-Year and Most Valuable Player distinction in the now- 
defunct American Basketball Association, He was then a member of the Denver 
Nuggets and in playing all 84 games, he averaged 30 points. In four ensuing 
seasons at Seattle, Spencer won All-Star acclaim and twice he was named 
All-Pro, He was third-ranked among the NBA scorers in the 1971-72 campaign 
when he averaged 29.2 points, He reached a career high of 51 points in Jan- 
uary of 1973 while playing against the Kansas City Kings. Inasmuch as he 
boasts a career average of 23.4 points per game and has passed the 5,000- 
milestone at rebounding, it is obvious that a healthy Haywood is essential to 
Knick success.

/ Phil Jackson, who could boast one of the most remarkable 


recoveries in sports history to become one of pro basket- 
ball's most durable regulars through the era 1971-1975 
when he missed participating in only eight games in five seasons, did not 
log much playing time last time around although he missed taking part in 
only six games. The Knicks were making all kinds of efforts to strengthen 
their front line, dealing first for Jim MecMillian and later, after drafting Lonnie 
Shelton, trading for the services of the high-scoring Bob McAdoo and getting 
gangling Tom McMillen, a strong young hopeful, as a bonus. Spencer Haywood 
was available some of the time. Bill Bradley was in his final term. Phil found 
himself employed as infrequently as he had been in his rookie season, 1967- 
68, when he was the club’s No, 2 draft choice behind Walt Frazier. A Little 
All-America selection for two years in which he led North Dakota to three 
consecutive berths in the NCAA College Division regions, Phil, though almost 
always a utilityman, made his mark as a Knick. Only three other players— 
Frazier, Bradley and Carl Braun, played more games in a Knick uniform. And 
that included the eminent Willis Reed. Phil made 669 appearances over nine 
active seasons, having sat out the 1970 championship run as the consequence 
of a spinal fusion, In 1974-75 he found himself in the opening lineup for 61 
games and logged a career high of 2,285 minutes, a total higher than that 
of last year's rookie star Shelton. Prior to his taking regular turns three years 
ago, Phil established that his shooting was superior in coming off the bench. 
He enjoyed one particular spree in the 1973-74 campaign when he hit at a 
.645 pace with 89 goals on just 138 attempts over an 18-game span. Prior 
to having joined the Knicks, Phil had a baseball fling. He pitched in the 
Basin League, a strong semi-pro circuit in the midwest,

Camp and impressed New York's new coach, Willis Reed, Hershel is the tallest 
of the men vying to win a backcourt job with the Knicks for 1977-78. He's 6-5 
and strong. A good shooter who jumps wel! and handles the ball well in back- 
court, Lewis was born and raised in Chicago, later earning conference MVP 
honors in his senior year during which he set school records of 37 polnts and 
26 rebounds for single-game performances, At Thornton J.C. he averaged 27 
points, eight rebounds and six assists, again winning MVP attention in the 
wake of a high game of 41 points and 17 rebounds. At Winona he became the 
schools’ first Small College All-America as a junior, averaging 24.5 points while 
establishing a school record of 51 points and 17 assists in a single game. 
Before graduating Winona, he increased his pre-game scoring average to 
26.5 points.

Possibly the finest outside shooting big man in the Na- 
fiona Basketball Association's history, Bob McAdoo will 

move into the league's all-time top ten for average points- 
per-game scoring when he makes his 15th appearance of this season with the 
Knicks. To qualify, a player must make 400 game appearances. Bob has played 
in 386 over the course of five seasons and he has averaged precisely 28 points 
during that stretch. If he maintains his current average pace, he will rank third 
behind Wilt Chamberlain and Kareem Abdul-Jabbar. Bob has been a blazing 
scorer in each successive campaign since he was named the NBA Rookie-of- 
the-Year in 1972-73 after being tabbed the top draft pick of the Buffalo Braves 
upon graduating the University of North Carolina. For three consecutive seasons 
McAdoo was the league's individual scoring leader. He averaged 30.6 in show- 
ing the way in his sophomore pro stint in 1973-74; then boosted that average 
to 34.5 a season later. In topping the circuit jn 1975-76, his point average was 
31.1, Last season, hampered by groin injury, his his point production averaged 
out to 26.7 with both the Braves and the Knicks. But he still finished fourth, 
McAdoo came to New York, along with Tom McMillen, on December 9 after 
appearing in 20 games for Buffalo, He came as the Braves’ all-time leading 
scorer and rebounder. But a aroin-pull rendered him unavailable for Knick 
duty until December 17 in the Boston Garden. That debut performance lasted 
25 minutes and netted the Knioks 17 points in a triumph. One night later he 
played in Knick toggery for the first time in Madison Square Garden and after 
the introductory din subsided he hit for 26 points behind Spencer Haywood's 
35 against the Cleveland Cavaliers. He didn't lead the Knicks in game scoring 
until Christmas night at the Garden when he scored 24 against the Philadelphia 
76ers but in 33 of the games thereafter he was the offensive leader, including 
16 times during one 17-game stretch. And in 11 successive Garden appearances, 
he demonstrated why he has been a foremost percentage shooter by hitting 
140 of 235 field goal attempts for a sizzling .596 pace. He passed the 10,000- 
point milestone in mid-February; then exploded his Knick game high of 43 
on March 5 against the 76ers in New York. When he returned to Buffalo as a 
Knick in April, he scored 41 points. Ranked among the top seven rebounders 
in each of the last four seasons, McAdoo’s game high of 28 caroms was 
achieved in November, 1973, against Atlanta. His career scoring high of 52 
points came in neutral Seattle while playing with the Braves against the Celtics.

On the morning of December 9, 1976, Tom McMillen was 
shopping at a Buffalo supermarket. That night he found 
himself packing for a flight to New York, He was “the 
clincher” part of the deal that was to bring Bob McAdoo to the Knicks. On 
December 11 the Knicks had a Madison Square Garden date with the Phoenix 
Suns. Spencer Haywood was on the injury shelf. So was Jim MeMillian. And 
Bob McAdoo was not yet ready to play. So Tom McMillen was given a three- 
hour "cram course" in Knick offense and found himself a starting forward. It 
his arrival on the Knick scene did not excite anyone outside of his own family, 
his first Knick showing in New York did. It turned out to be the most spectacu- 
lar debut by a Knick player since that of Dave DeBusschere in December of 
1968. Dave had scored 21 points and hauled in 15 rebounds in his first game as 
a Knick against the Detroit Pistons. Tom checked in with 18 points and 19 
rebounds, hitting nine of his 15 field goal attempts! Seven games later he 
reached a career pinnacle, scoring 31 points with 14 goals on 22 attempts 
against the Houston Rockets In another Garden go. He had long since developed 
a strong feeling for this Garden arena, having been named the Most Valuable 
Player in the 1972 National Invitation Tournament when he led the Terps to the 
championship. He wound up with more playing time than the retiring veteran 
Bill Bradley who, like McMillen, had been a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford Uni- 
versity in England. Tom won 22 starting assignments, mostly at forward, and 
during one particular string of nine consecutive games he shot a whopping 
-531 with 110 goals on 207 attempts. “I'll just try to blend in with the rest of 
the fellows,”’ Tom told his interviewers after his 41 minute opening stint in the 
Garden. That had been the most he'd played since the winter of 1974 when he 
played basketball in Bologna, Italy, averaging 32 points per game. He had also 
played, but not nearly that much, in games for the U,S. Olympic Team in 1972 
at Munich before he became a second round choice of the Buffalo Braves.

For Jim McMillian, last season was one laden with frustra- 

tion the likes of which he had never known as an athlete. 
a He missed only five games in his first term with the Knicks 
but he played fewer minutes than at any time since he was drafted, No. 1, by 
the Los Angeles Lakers back in 1970. Injured ligaments in-his left knee nagged 
him much of the time, thus he scored fewer points than he had in his rookie 
pro season at Los Angeles. His shooting percentages fell short of his previous 
contributions, from the floor and at the line, than at any time since his freshman 
turn. His rebounding suffered, too. Bul he did demonstrate flashes of the talent 
and brilliance which had stamped him a standout from the moment he launched 
his intercollegiate career at Columbia University in New York. The Los Angeles 
Lakers proved to be the league's toughest on the home boards in 1876-77. Jim 
went there last November and banged home 25 points, hitting 11 of 22 field 
goal attempts. The Golden State Warriors came into last season with more 
triumphs than any other club in the previous turn and Jim went to Oakland and 
counted 22 points (hitting 11 for 18) while contributing 10 rebounds. The Knicks 
played a late December matinee in the Garden and McMillian missed only tour 
field goal tries while racking up 18 points. But, physically, he was hurting most 
of the time. When he was a Laker rookie he missed participation in only one 
game and averaged 15 points as a playolf replacement for the great Elgin Baylor. 
In his sophomore year he became a starter and in three seasons missed only 
three games while averaging more than 18 points as a small forward. After the 
second of those terms he had been traded to Buffalo and while with the Braves 
he became the team captain and finished third among the NBA percentage 
shooters with a career high of .536. Three seasons ago he was enjoying another 
productive streak with the Braves when he was stricken with appendicitis. While 
at Columbia he had led the Lions to the championship of the ECAC Holiday 
Festival at Madison Square Garden in 1967, topping the tournament scorers with 
89 points in three games and being acclaimed as the Most Valuable Player. 
As a collegian, Jim was twice accorded All-America distinction,

Only 22 players achieved the 15,000-point milestone dur- 

s] ing their professional basketball careers but Earl Monroe 
is now on the threshold of becoming the 23rd. He goes 

into this, his 11th in the National Basketball Association, just 65 points shy 
of that ranking Earl has earned other distinctions, too. He js one of just 11 
players who ever scored 55 or more points in a single NBA action. Last season, 
when he led the Knicks In scoring for the second time in a row, he rose 
to the ninth ranking Knick in terms of points scored for the club. His 7,160 
New York points enabled him to pass Kenny Sears and Dave DeBusschere 
on the Knicks’ scoring ladder. Earl's 1976-77 point total amounted to 1,533, 
only a shade less than the previous campaign in which he emerged as the 
club's top point-maker. Earl also set the Knick pace in field goals made (613), 
free throws made (307), free throw percentage (.839) and assists (366) and, as 
has been his habit, he had some sensational scoring and shooting sprees, In 
January alone he shot 103 for 167 (.617) and in one eight-game spree he con- 
nected on 66 of 101 shots for a sizzling .653. His hands were hottest in back-to- 
back games against the Cleveland Calvaliers and the Warriors when he made 
good 21 of 24 shots from the field. Despite all of his shooting and scoring, Mon- 
roe also hoisted himself into the eighth club slot in playmaking with 1,470 assists 
which are just four shy of Butch Komives' seventh-ranking, Earl arrived on 
the pro scene for the 1967-68 season following a spectacular college career 
at Winston-Salem. Top-draft choice of the Baltimore Bullets, he immediately 
became the league's Rookie-of-the-Year. He was traded to the Knicks in 
November of 1971 and in the 1972-73 campaign, he played a key role in the 


Knicks’ surge to a second World Championship.

pluckings, was sent in at center to start the second perlod of a pre-season game 
with the Washington Bullets at Madison Square Garden, The first thing the 
rookie did was to make a bad pass; and then he committed a foul. But 
before the period had ended, Shelton had eight points and as many rebounds 
and had driven the team from an eight-point lead to a 21-point bulge. It was 
an indication of what was to come during the regular season for this muscular 
California-bred youngster who stamped himself a standout at Oregon State. 
As it developed, Lonnie emerged from his freshman campaign as the only 
Knick to take part in all 82 games. After the first five games John Gianelli 
then the Knick pivot, developed a bad case of bolls and the Knicks were just 
starting a five-game road swing. Shelton did a brief stint at Kansas City and 
responded fairly well. Two nights later he won his starting spurs at Denver, 
hitting 8 of 13 goal tries and nailing 10 rebounds, and in that flash he became 
a regular, In that game with the Nuggets he was also credited with six steals, 
a Startling statistic for a pivotman. It confirmed the reports of his quickness; 
his instant reactions, By the time his rookie season had ended, Lonnie had 
proven to be the Knicks’ best offensive rebounder as well as shot-blocker. 
While starting both at center and forward through 39 consecutive games, the 
rookie never led the scorers though he shared that distinction with Walt 
Frazier and Earl Monroe one night in Detroit with a modest 16-point contribu- 
tion. Even the game in which he hit his first year peak—against the Nets at 
the Nassau Coliseum—his 31 points were shaded by a 37-point Monroe ex- 
plosion. But Lonnie also had 19 rebounds in that game and he came away 
with four assists and two blocked shots as well, Within hours the Knicks and 
the Buffalo Braves were to finally conclude the long negotiations which were 
to bring Bob McAdoo to New York, With McAdoo on the scene, much of the 
pressure was taken off Shelton's shoulders. Lonnie wound up his inltial go- 
round with 27 points at Detroit. Together with McAdoo, who had 28 tallies in 
that finale, there developed 28 rebounds. Shelton and McAdoo had made Bill 
Bradley's last day as a Knick a winning one.

) Upon his graduation from the University of Minnesota, 

Ray Williams led the Gophers to the winningest season in 
the school's 72 basketball campaigns while establishing a record for playmaking 
with 166 assists, an average of 6.1 per game. With Williams supplying the of- 
fensive penetration, Minnesota compiled a 24-3 won-lost mark and the only 
other time the school enjoyed a 20-game victory season was in 1972-73. Play- 
ing both at forward and guard, Ray emerged as the team's second top scorer 
with an 18-point average and, despite his 6-3 physical stature, Ray also finished 
as the Gophers’ third best rebounder with a 7.5 game norm. Ray began playing 
basketball long before he became a ‘teen ager but did not play at Mt. Vernon 
High School until his sophomore year when he became a junior varsity starter. 
He played both at forward and guard for two varsity seasons in high school 


where he was also a member of the wrestling squad and played the safety 
position on the football team. His next stop was at San Jacinto Junior College, 
Pasadena, Texas, and after his team won the regional titles he played in the 
national JUCO championships in Kansas, As a member of the JUCO All-Star 
team, he also had an opportunity to play in Brazil before he enrolled at Minne- 
sota for his two final college years. At Minnesota he clearly demonstrated 
excellence under pressure and proved to be an explosive-type player. Two years 
ago, before the largest crowd of Minnesota's home season, Ray scored a ca- 
reer high of 34 points against undefeated Indiana, which was then enroute to 
the national championship. A brother of Gus Williams, who played in all 82 
games for the Golden State Warrior last season, Ray impressed Coach Willis 
Reed at the Knick’s Rookie Camp last July. “He is a good ball-handling guard 
and should help us tremendously," the new Knick skipper observed. Ray is the 
first player ever to wear uniform No. 13 for the Knicks.

William (Red) Holzman, who has been in the National 
Basketball Association as a player, coach, scout and 
general manager ever since 1948, continues to be identi- 
= me fied with the New York Knickerbockers, an organization 
. he first joined in 1958 as the club's chief scout. Red's 
current duties will revolve primarily around player evalua- 
tions, although he will do some scouting, too. When he 
turned over the coaching reins to Willis Reed at the con- 
clusion of last season, Holzman had fashioned a most 
enviable record. His 549 victories, as a coach in New York, 
Milwaukee and St. Louis with the Hawks, rank second only 
to the 938 compiled by Arnold (Red) Auerbach who skippered from 1946 through 
1966 both at Washington and Boston, The great bulk of Holzman's coaching tri- 
umphs came while with the Knicks, having piloted 466 wins here. Three times a 
coach in the NBA's championship finals, Red achieved World Championships in 
both 1970 and 1973. He broke into pro ranks as a player with Rochester of the 
National League in the 1945-46 season and during his ninth campaign he 
wound up as player-coach of the Milwaukee Hawks. He played in 496 games 
during his career, After joining the Knicks as scout in '58, he became coach In 
December, 1967, and, from mid-1970 through mid-1975 he served in the dual 
capacity of General Manager-Coach. A native New Yorker, Holzman played 
outstanding collegiate basketball at City College of New York.

Times change but Danny Whelan doesn't. Danny Joined the 
New York Knickerbockers just a few days before rookles 
like Bill Bradley, Walt Frazier and Phil Jackson arrived on 
the New York scene. Sideburns, moustache and beard be- 
came fashionable . . . but not for Danny. Danny Whelan's 
physical appearance a decade ago was exactly as It is 
today, Except, perhaps, for the loss of a few of those 
beautiful silvery hairs. Danny's locker-room demeanor 
_ hasn't changed a bit, either, He is still the jolly, busy bee 
that he has always been in performing his duties, Danny 
has always moved with the authority of a champion and, 
indeed, is the only trainer who can boast that he served 
with World Champions in two different sports, basketball and baseball. Danny 
was with the Pittsburgh Pirates when they captured the World Series In 
1960. He spent 17 years in baseball, having been with the several-time Little 
World Series Champion Rochester Red Wings before joining the Pirates. A 
week after he applied for the Knicks job In the summer of 1967, he was hired, 
He becomes engulfed in whirlwind activity with the start of pre-season train- 
ing. Actually his first involvement in professional basketball occurred for a 
few weeks in 1949 before the Rochster Royals of the NBA embarked on their 
1949-50 campaign. Dan was working full time with the Rochester Red Wings 
during that era but he was asked to lend a hand in readying the Royals, who 
later moved to Gincinnati and subsequently became the Kansas City Kings. 
A native of San Francisco, Danny got his athletic start by playing infield posl- 
tlons with St, Mary's College in Oakland, California, with the aid of a baseball 
scholarship from the Boston Red Sox. When World War II cut his hope of 
playing professionally, he went into the Navy where he spent four years, two 
and a half of them in the Aleutian Islands. Upon his discharge, he was 
schooled in the business of conditioning athletes by two of the best known 
trainers of that era, Bobby Johnson and Denny Carroll. During his early 
years at Rochester, his popularity was such that he was given a “night” by 
the fans. His humor takes much of the tension out of the dressing room and 
his skilled hands do the rest,
